Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gagliardi (6,428,838). 

Gagliardi discloses cutting meat into a shape of a rectangle that is cut 
into stripes at both ends. At column 4, lines 42-58, the product is coated 
with flour and cooked. The claims appear to differ from Gagliardi in the 
recitation of the shape of the product. Applicant prefers a star shape to a 
rectangular shape. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to modify the rectangular shape of Gagliardi to form a star shape in 
order to provide a variation in the visual appeal of the product. Change in 
size and shape does not alone constitute unobviousness. 

Applicant has submitted a specification, which appears to have, 
photocopies of pictures as drawings. Examiner has obtained the color 
photographs of the drawings, which were submitted in the Provisional 
application and has assumed that these photographs are the same as 
those intended in the present application. Examiner requests that applicant 
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clarify this point because the clarity of the drawings is critical to the 
understanding of applicants' invention.
